a, A% the Dessau conference it was established that available food stocks are 
not sufficient to last until the new harvest haa been brought in. This fact 
caused an extraordinary food shorta7e in the zone. Considerine the serious— 
ness of the situation, a delesntion representin? hich "ED officials andi shop 
unions was sent to SED healquarters in Berlin, The delesition demanded to 
see either Pieck or Grotewohl but instead had to be content with Vay Fechner 
who was used to calm thom down. ad 


b,. On the other hand, hunger strikes in Magdeburg vere continuing. In edaition, 
scattered revolte in Thurineia which involved even SED of ficinis ealled for 
irrediate action by Karlshorst. The result is allevedly the decision of the 
Council of Ministers in “oseoy to ivport fats to the zone, 


2, In order to fill, in part, the san caused by the food shortaze, an extensive pro- 
_ paganda eanpaion has been started to insure johe immediate delivery of harvested 
wheat. 


3e ‘Shile the food shortave is causing concern in the Soviet zone, the SUA is raqui- 
eitioning food for the Soviet Sector of 3erlin. Such orders are not issued in 
writing but civen orally to the mayors of cities and towns. At the samo tine, 
Gorman authorities vere varned not to. make any record of these requisitions in 
their books. There are no over-all figures know as yet on food requisitioned 
in the course of the "Battle of Berlin", However, the following figures may 
furnish an arproxinate estimate:
